Airfares could 
be held to about $300,000 
and administration at 
$150,000, 

This would mean each 
club would weigh in 
$11,000 |. a solid commit- 
ment but far better than 
recent charges. 

Sponsorship is in itself 
dependent on better tele- 
vision exposure for the 
code and will call for top 
attention.

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IT is interesting to note one of the biggest 
problems facing Rugby League (not Soccer 
this time) in New South Wales. 

Right now, the sport is very worried about 
the season being too long. It is said that the 
players are over-worked. They just cannot 
cope with a season lasting from March to 
September. And there are firm promises that 
the 1984 season will be considerably shor- 
ter, even if this means turfing out several 
clubs like the financially-ailing Western 
Suburbs and Cronulla Sutherland. 

It has even been suggested that Canber- 
ra, despite their ability to attract larger 
match attendances than most Sydney clubs, 
could also face the axe. 

This is a strange situation when we make 
comparisons with Soccer. 

As we are reminded so often by people in 
other codes of football, Soccer goes on and 
on and on, While the highly-paid profession- 
als in Rugby League find they are totally 
exhausted with their season only three- 
quarters completed, the top Soccer players 
in Australia manage to survive a season 
which often stretches from January until 
November. 

Many Soccer players have to play 50 to 60 
games each season. Rugby League players 
are out on their feet already — after about 20 
competition games plus the odd Cup match 
or representative fixture. And remember a 
League match lasts 80 minutes, not 90. 

Rugby League plans a new 12, or even 10, 
team competition for 1984 instead of the 
Present “too big” 14 team comp. At the 
same time, Soccer's National League seeks 
a 24 team competition. . .albeit split into two 
sections. e § 

Rugby League is a very demanding sport. 
It is violent. It places great stress on its 
players. So there are probably good reasons 
why the players feel the strain as the season 
wears on. 

Even so, Soccer players have to keep 
every bit as fit as their League counterparts 
: they are probably fitter. They also suffer 
serious injury, even though the game does 
not have the robust violence of the 13-a-side 
code. 

We have often wondered why Soccer play- 
ers do not demand a shorter season and 
fewer matches. Inevitably, they go stale if 
they are involved in matches for up to 11 
months in the year. Yet Soccer adminis- 
trators merrily add extra matches to the 
over-loaded programme and some even 
favour a madcap scheme which would give 
us 12-months-in-the-year Soccer. 

Perish the thought. 

The Australian Soccer Federation badly 
needs to tidy up its season. First step should 
be to “outlaw” all Soccer during November, 
December and January. Then February 
should also become a non-Soccer month. 

This would leave us with a season from 
early March to late October. If adminis- 
trators cannot fit their games into a season 
of that length, they should get out and make 
toom for people who can. 

Be sure Rugby League would never toler- 
ate the length of a “normal” Soccer season 
Neither would Rugby Union or 
Australian Rules. So why is Soccer stuck 
with it ? 

FOOTNOTE :The 1983 season is expected 
to end with the four-nation international 
tournament in late November. If all the 
spectators are on the beaches at that time, 
will anyone be surprised ?
